John Gunther: The Eisenhower Story 


(This is the third in a series on the life of Dwight Eisenhower 
by the famous biographer and author of “Inside Europe,” “Inside 
U. S. A.” and other books.) 


For many years Ejisenhower’s military career was only mod- 
erately distinguished. Between 1915 and 1940, there was scarcely 
a day in which, subconsciously at least, he was not seasoning him- 
self, educating himself, maturing himself for tke fomidable tasks 
to come. And there were three specific ‘‘periods of preparation’”’ 
that served -him: well. 

One strong influence on him was that of an officer named Fox 
Conner. He worked under Conner for two and a half.years, from 
January, 1922, to September, 1924; this was the first preparatory 
period. Major General Conner, who had been General Pershing’s 
operations officer, picked him to he!p run his office in the War De- 
partment. 

Conner admired George .C. Marshall fanatically. He talked to 
Eisenhower often of Marshall’s integrity, capability and marvelols 
good judgment. Eisenhower never forgot this, and always kept his 
eye on Marshall though he did not meet him more than once or 
twice, and then only casually, until 1941. 

Above all Conner told Eisenhower, over and over. again, his es- 
timate of future events: (1) the Treaty of Versailles made another 
world war inevitable; (2) the new world war would necessarily be 
a coalition war, and America would enter it; (3) it would be won

by co-ordination of the Western Allies under a unified command. 
Also he insisted (a)' that this war would contre within 39 years; 
(b) that the chief difficulties would be in problems of supply. 

Several years later Eisenhower was given an opportunity to at- 
tend the Command and General Staff School at Fort Leavenworth. 
He went to Leavenworth, worked mercilessly hard, substantially 
lifted himself above the level of his fellows, and for the first time 
became known to senior officers as a man to watch, because he per- 
‘formed the considerable feat of being first in his class. 

Promotions came very slowly for long years, and then were diz- 
zyingly rapid. To foreshorten the whole record: Eisenhower was 
promoted to first lieutenant on July 1, 1916: to captain on May 15, 
1917; to major (temporary) on June 17, 1918; and to lieutenant col- 
onel (also temporary) on Oct. 14, 1918. World War I shook up the 
promotion lists. Then, in June, 1920, he reverted to his permanent 
rank of captain, and became a major a few weeks later. He re- 
mained a major for 16 years, until July 1, 1936, when he became a 
lieutenant colonel again. 

The imminence of war, and then World War I itself, shook things 
up.again. He became a temporary full colonel in March, 1941; a 
temporary brigadier general in the autumn of that year; a tem-

If the Democrats can agree upon a 
platform and upon a candidate whom all 
segments of thought within the party 
can support, they will have a better- 
than-even chance for victory in No- 
vember.

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Georgia GOP Moves

The announcement that the two fac- 
tions of Georgia’s Republican Party are 
ready to bury the hatchet and to work 
as a team points to the only logical con- 
clusion to a situation regrettable from 
the beginning.

State Should Handle 


Drunk Driving Cases 


State law enforcement agencies have 
advanced a number of reasons why they 
think giving the City of Atlanta traffic 
court jurisdiction over drunk-driving 
cases would be a setback to the cause 
of safety. A resolution asking that the 
General Assembly extend the right was 
introduced in City Council last week. 
The state officials point out first of all 
that drunken driving is an offense 
against state law and should be tried 
in a state court. 

The municipal court of Atlanta, for- 
merly known as the recorder’s court, is 
not a court of record, they say. Hence 
a man may plead guilty to driving in- 
toxicated in Atlanta. But when he’s 
picked up again, this time say in Spald- 
ing County, the officials there have no 
way of knowing that here is a second 
offense. 

The state officials contend, too, that 
trying drunk-driving cases in the city 
court affords the accused a chance to 
bargain. By entering a guilty plea, he 
avoids being bound over to be con- 
fronted with his former record and to 
run the risk of a heavier penalty. 

Another argument advanced is that 
there is no prosecutor in the city court. 
There, only the witnesses bring forth 
the evidence whereas in the state court 
it is the duty of the solicitor to make 
sworn accusations and to follow through 
to see that the law is being enforced. 

City officials who favor extending 
the jurisdiction of their court to include 
these traffic cases argue that the city 
has lost needed revenue since a court 
decision deprived the city court of its 
right. They argue that since the city 
must pay the officers who make the ar- 
rests, it is entitled to the costs. 

Those who stand by the state courts 
in the issue concede the strength of the 
city’s argument here and would agree to 
a law assigning a part-of fines and for- 
feitures to the city as recompense for 
its services, 

The reasons for retaining the state 
court’ as the court of trial for drunk 
driving seem valid to us. At the same 
time we can see the justice in the city’s 
argument that it is entitled to part of 
the revenue. An arrangement incorpo- 
rating both principles seems iogical.

For this 1952 ‘‘crusade’”’ the stage was 
nicely set by the semblance of a ‘“‘people’s 
convention’”’ created by the Eisenhower 
forces here. This drama was brought to its 
planned climax in the defeat of the GOP’s 
Old Guard that gathered behind Senator 
Taft. The latter, in the public mind, repre- 
sents the quintessence of political profes- 
sionalism, though the really slick profes- 
sionals were those who maneuvered the Ei- 
senhower victory embodied in Gov. Thomas 
FE. Dewey’s New York political organization 
and its allied propaganda and promotion 
enterprises. 

It was, however, in truth, a victory for 
the party rank and file against old-fashioned 
and out-dated bossdom that is healthy, how- 
ever managed. Also the industrial-financial 
group that promoted the Eisenhower cause 
contains some of the more enlightened 
among managers of our private enterprise 
system. 

The industrial-financial promoters who 
furnished some of the brains, propaganda- 
wise, and a good deal of the money for the 
Eisenhower nomination triumph were much 
more open in their operations here than in 
Philadelphia in 1940,

pital has been training men to be nurses 
for 54 years. It was, for a long time, the 
only hospital in the country with a nurses’ 
training school for men only. Now, how- 
ever, there are 120 institutions training men. 

Nevertheless, the proportion of men to 
women in nursing is still less than 2 per 
cent and women still enjoy the benefit of 
an unfair discrimination in all the fighting 
services, being commissioned at the high 
pay and perquisites of officers while men of 
equal competence may be drafted to per- 
form their professional duties at the going 
pay for enlisted men. 

The reason why women were arbitrarily 
deemed to deserve commissions was merely 
that male patients wouldn’t obey them and 
the device was hit upon of giving them rank 
so that disobedience would be an offense 
against military law. Disobedience to a male 
corporal or sergeant is equally offensive un- 
der the same law, however, so a slight 
shove sends that argument down. 

A woman serving as house mother to a 
student nurses’ quarters in a large hospital 
agrees that it is ridiculous to require an 
A. B. degree of an applicant for training. 
She said some of the schools ‘flunk out 
girls that are sweet and kind and would be 
nice in a sickroom and keep some of the 
brains that are cold as ice.’’ 

This began as a discussion of the short- 
age of nurses in both civilian and service 
jobs and the absurd prejudice which gives 
women almost a monopoly. 

Brother Julian’s figure is 5,000 men to 
320,000 women. Some of the men nurses and 
trainers of men nurses take it for granted 
that men in the service jobs ought to get 
the same rank, pay and perquisites that 
women now receive. That is not my pro- 
posal at all, nor is it a fair one. 

Nursing is not a scientific profession and 
doctors generally agree that when a nurse 
begins to think that he or she can safely 
exercise independent judgment, that nurse is 
dangerous. A nurse should have the sense 
and skill to do as she or he is teld to do by 
the doctor and three years of high school 
will suffice. The men substituted for the 
women in the services need not rate higher 
than sergeant or, in unusual cases, warrant. 

Moreover, in the civilian world, the short- 
age could be relieved with competent, if not 
exactly pretty or winsome substitutes for 
undeniably charming young women, many 
of whom serve only briefly, then marry and 
retire, whereas men carry on after marriage 
in the job they know best. A sick-bay or 
hospital is no place for love.

If the Missouri delegation splits its vote 
between two would-be successors to Truman, 
or among more, the President will success- 
fully conceal his personal choice unless the 
mathematical distribution of votes is chal- 
lenged within the delegation. That being 
the case, Gavin will have to speak up on 
his own and tell us who the President pre- 
fers as a possible successor. 


In 1948 Mr. Truman proved himself to be 
a magnificent campaigner with a voice much 
closer attuned to the ear of the American 
public than was Mr. Dewey’s. But in the 
meantime he took the country to war in 
Korea, blasted the Marines, fired hero Mac- 
Arthur, threw his weight around in such a 
way that he was slapped down by a Supreme 
Court instinctively in favor of him, and 
speaks of heavier taxes. 


It isn’t likely that any of the candidates

nomination. It does not seem likely that 
any man Truman does. not want can be 
nominated, for what will be happening at 
Chicago next week will be a matter of party 
politics, not necessarily the fruition of the 
wishes of the people. Mr. Truman still con- 
trols the party machinery, and it is a much 
smoother working mechanism than that of 
the GOP. 


Those who feel that the Democratic con- 
vention will be a pleasant tea party com- 
pared to the brawl put on by the Repub- 
licans probably are in for a shock. There 
will be another fight over contested delegates 
in Texas—this time televised from the start 
—and a similar fight in Mississippi. 

Not one candidate in the race, except 
Averell Harriman, wants to go as militantly 
far on FEPC as does the President. Mr. 
Truman is going to insist as he did in 1948 
that federal ijegislation be enacted enabling 
the government to jail any employer found 
guilty of violating civil rights. Even Sen. 
Paul Douglas, of the liberal wing of the 
party, is edgy about that one, and would 
substitute cancellation of government con- 
tracts held by a guilty employer rather than 
jail sentences. 

Mr. Truman is going to cause a great 
deal of nervousness among his potential 
heirs at the convention. His 1948 opponent, 
Tom Dewey, sat quietly in his delegation 
last week, never opened his yap publicly, 
and confined his activities to back-stage con- 
ferences. Mr. Truman doesn’t ‘work that 
way. Mr. Truman will jump into this con- 
vention with both feet, and it is the earnest 
hope today of Stevenson, Kefauver, Harri- 
man. Russell, Kerr, Barkley, Rayburn and 
maybe half a dozen others that he does not 
land on them,

Many people I know can say with the 
Psalmist, “I cried unto the Lord with my 
voice and he heard me.”’

On the other hand, more often, much 
more often, it seems that it pleases God 
to heal through the orderly persistent proc- 
ess of healing that takes place through na- 
ture as part of the divine plan. I have a 
close friend who I feel sure God is healing 
though it is taking about two years for the 
process to be completed. 


God heals through the science of faith 
and prayer and through the science of medi- 
cine and surgery. The two are not opposed 
to each other—they are wings of the same 
bird. I have talked with many physicians 
about this matter and I have not found one 
who does not definitely believe in divine 
healing. Not one physician I have ever met 
says that prayer and faith are unimportant. 

As many doctors say, “I dress the wound 
—God heals it.’’ But it seems reasonable 
and sensible to me to believe that God ex- 
pects us to use the means at our disposal. 
We have no right to ask God to do for us 
what we can do for ourselves. 


Another thing, I cannot believe that God 
is pleased if we seek to use His power for 
our own personal glory. Every minister 
has prayed with many people for healing. 
And most ministers believe that the instruc- 
tions of our Lord concerning prayer should 
apply to the prayers for healing just as any 
other prayers. 

Jesus told us not to pray to “be seen of 
men.’ ‘But thou, when thou prayest, enter 
into thy closet, and when thou hast shut thy 
door, pray to thy Father which is in secret; 
and thy Father which seeth in secret shall 
reward thee openly.”’ (Matthew 6:5, 6.) 

Prayer is a very intimate experience of 
life. It must never be paraded. And sin- 
cere prayer is always heard by God and is 
always answered. Of course, God does not 
always heal. If He did then there would be 
no such thing as death. To defeat death 
woyld be to defeat the eternal plan of God, 
Death is the doorway into the Father's 
House and is itself a form of healing, 

Also, some of the purest saints that ever 
lived on this earth have been called upon 
to suffer long and hard. But, while God 
may not always remove the pain, He does 
always give the grace to bear it to those 
who call upon Him through faith. 

In the long ago God said, “I am the 
Lord thy God that healeth thee.” (Exodus 
15:26.) And He is still the same God.

Lt. Colonel in 1941, Full General 23 Months Later 


Continued From Page 1 


porary major general in March, 1942; a temporary lieutenant gen- 
eral in July, 1942; and a temporary full general on Feb. 11, 1943. 
Meantime permanent promotions came to brigadier general and ma- 
jor general. He reached five-star rank (temporary) as General of 
the Army on Dec, 20, 1944, and this rank in turn became permanent 
two years later, 

There is no record quite like this in the American Army. Eisen- 
hower was a lieutenant colonel on March 10, 1941. Twenty-three 
months later he was a full general. 

The grinding, interminable prewar years had one advantage. He 
had a widely varied range of posts and thus built up a broad ac- 
quaintance. As early as 1942 he was written about as ‘‘the most 
popular officer in the Army.” Most of the men who served under 
him in the war were old friends, like Bradley (a classmate), Mark 
Clark, Bedell Smith, the sulphurous but oddly dainty Patton, Gerow, 
and countless others. 

Most of Eisenhower’s work was paper work, but oddly enough 
he avoided for many years appointment on the General Staff. He 
had a remarkable record, however, as chief of staff to other offi- 
cers. He was (a) chief of staff to General MacArthur in the Phil- 
ippines; (b) chief of staff to General Thompson, commanding offi- 
cer of the 3rd Infantry Division at Fort Lewis; (c) chief of staff to 
General Joyce at IX Corps; (d) chief of staff to General Walter 
Krueger, commanding officer of the Third Army at Fort Sam Hous- 
ton; and, finally, (e) assistant chief of staff to General Marshall 
when Marshall was chief of staff. 

Some of Eisenhower's early posts were unmatched for dreariness. 
From 1915 to 1917 he was mostly at Fort Sam Houston or Camp 
Wilson, Texas, where he served as an assistant mustering officer 
and worked with the Illinois National Guard. He became an instruc- 
tor in the Officers’ Training Camp at Fort Oglethorpe, Georgia, in 
September, 1917, and later an instructor in the Army Service Schools. 
He organized the 65th Battation Engineers at Camp Meade, Mary- 
land, in 1918, and then, toward the end of World War I, got his first 
important assignment. 


Of course he wanted to go overseas. In- 


He never got there. 


stead of being sent to France, Eisenhower was given command of 
the Tank Corps Training Center at Camp Colt, Pennsylvania, and 
he did an outstanding job. The American Army knew little about 
tanks at this time. Yet tanks, it appeared, were tipping the balance 
on the Western Front. Eisenhower set out to learn everything that 
could be known about tanks and the role of tanks in armored war- 
fare. This experience served Eisenhower well. When he sent Pat- 
ton flailing through Normandy in 1944 and later directed the mo- 
mentous tank drives in western France and Germany in 1945, he 
knew the full potentialities of the weapon he was using. 


Then came more dreariness. He commanded Tank Corps troops 
at Camp Dix, New Jersey, Fort Benning, Georgia, and Camp Meade; 
during this period (1921-1922) he was graduated from the Infantry 
Tank School. He took part in an ambitious truck-convoy operation 
over 10,000 miles of American roads, which taught him much about 
mobility, the problems of supply to mechanized columns, and logis- 
tics. For a time in 1924 he was “‘recreation officer’”’ in the Third 
Corps headquarters at Baltimore. He was a recruiting officer at 
Fort Logan, Colorado, briefly, and then spent eight months in France 
with the American Battle Monuments Commission. 


Then came the period in Washington where, as special assistant 
to the Assistant Secretary of War, he studied carefully problems cf 
industrial mobilization and attended the Army Industrial Coltege. 
This. he told me, was the second of the great ‘‘periods of prepara- 
tion.’’ He learned about the relation of peacetime industry to mili- 
tary preparation, and made advanced studies of such subjects as 
synthetic rubber. 

Meantime. he had come to MacArthur’s attention, and on Feb. 
20, 1933, he was assigned to the office of the chief of staff. For two 


years he worked side by side with MacArthur. When, after his 
tenure as chief of staff, MacArthur went out to the Philippines as 
military adviser to the Commonwealth, he asked Eisenhower to 


serve with him as his senior military assistant, and Ike accepted, | 
sailing for Manila in September, 1935.

“He was big and handsome and brown as a nut, typical 
Hawaiian.

Prince 
Henry was of the Kamehameha clan, the royal family of Hawaii. 
In fact, his middle name was Kamehameha.) 


“The women just wouldn’t leave him alone. I know, because 
I roomed with him. He started out hitting like a crazy man, and 
then tapered off to nothing. They finally traded him to Syracuse. You q 
know what happened? He hit 17 home runs up there his first month, 
then the feminine set must have heard he’d arrived, for another de- 
pression set in there, too.” 


It is notable, however, that the Prince’s depression wasn’t 
permanent. He surrendered his portfolio as a great slugger in 
later years and returned to the major leagues as a pitcher with 
Detroit in 1943-44.

General medical and popular 
notions about the early symp- 
toms and signs of scurvy are 
based mainly on the observations 
of authorities of the days when 
sailors sailed. 

So are medical and popular 
notions ahout the early symptoms 
and signs of-.vitamin B defi- 
ciency. 

In fact some popular hand 
books on infant care and feeding 
and some medical textbooks on 
these subjects completely ignore 
or mention: only vaguely the 
baby’s requirement of vitamin B. 

Full-fledged beriberi, the -dis- 
ease due to insufficient vitamin 
B intake, is as rare in North 
America as full-fledged scurvy, 
the. disease due to insufficient 
vitamin C intake. Yet symptoms 
and signs of vitamin C deficiency 
of moderate intensity, from pro- 
longed or habitual restriction of 
the diet, occur commonly in 
infancy and childhood and are 
usually not recognized as early 
or mild scurvy. These symptoms 
and signs uniformly disappear if
